ANARCH ISIS 
OR IDIOTS? 

THAT’S THE BIG QUESTION AS NATO 3 TRIAL GOES TO JURY

The issue before a jury has rarely been so 
divergent: Did three out-of-state men who 
came to Chicago in the days before the 
NATO summit in 2012 want to violently 
bring about an anarchist revolution or were 
they just loud-mouthed simpletons who 
liked to brag? 

It’s the question both sides agreed that 
jurors must settle as they began deliberat- 
ing Thursday night after sitting through 
nearly three weeks of testimony and about 
five hours of closing arguments on Thurs- 
day in the first terrorism case brought by 
Cook County prosecutors. 

Both the prosecutors and the attor- 
neys for the so-called NATO 3 told jurors 
that their verdict would be a reflection on 
American society and that they would help 
define the line between terrorism and vio- 
lence. 

“When your hatred boils over into plots 
of violence, you’ve crossed the line— the 
line that protects us all,” said Assistant 
State’s Attorney John Blakey who got the 
last word with jurors. 

“Is this what the war on terror has come 
to?” attorney Molly Armour, who repre- 
sents Brent Betterly asked jurors. 

Betterly 25, Jared Chase, 29, and Brian 
Church, 22, were arrested in May 2012 after 
allegedly assembling four Molotov cock- 


tails using empty beer bottles, gasoline and 
an undercover Chicago police officer’s cut- 
up bandanna. 

Recordings secretly made by two un- 
dercover cops who joined the group while 
posing as activists buttress the prosecution 
case. But throughout the trial, attorneys 
for the three Florida men contended those 
recordings show their clients had no inten- 
tion of acting on their boasts. 

The defense maintained that prosecu- 
tors had badly overreached by bringing 
terrorism charges created in the aftermath 
of the devastating Sept, ii attacks that had 
never been used before in Cook County 
But prosecutors held steadfast that they 
had acted against a real danger. 

Throughout the trial, prosecutors re- 
peatedly played up the most damaging 
statements by the defendants caught on the 
undercover recordings— most prominently 
Church’s question to an undercover officer 
as the Molotovs were being built— “Ready 
to see a police officer on fire?” At another 
point, he also said that “the city doesn’t 
know what it’s in for and after NATO it will 
never be the same.” 

In closing rebuttal to jurors after the de- 
fense lawyers had spoken, Blakey gave each 
defendant a nickname— calling Church 
“Mr. Cop-on-Fire,” Chase “Captain Na- 
palm” and Betterly “Professor Molotov”— 


and accused them of trying to conceal their 
violent plans “behind the legacy of nonvio- 
lent protest.” 

“Martin Luther King? Gandhi? Mother 
Teresa? I don’t see them in court,” he told 
jurors. 

Saying that “the First Amendment 
was alive and well,” Blakey said the three 
crossed the line to terrorism when they 
went from discussing their unhappiness 
with society to plotting violence. He re- 
peatedly told jurors that the three weren’t 
just joking. 

But defense attorneys said the undercov- 
er recordings showed that the three were 
too stoned, drunk or just plain stupid to 
be terrorists and were goaded into building 
the Molotov cocktails by inexperienced of- 
ficers desperate to find a “bogeyman” after 
months of searching for criminal activity 
among activist groups. 

Church’s attorney, Michael Deutsch, 
said the decision by prosecutors to charge 
the case as a terrorism “denigrated” both 
the “real” terrorist-fighting work done by 
authorities and also “real victims” of terror- 
ist attacks. 

“To me it trivializes terrorism— the most 
serious type of case,” Deutsch said. “You 
think of al-Qaida or the people who blew 
up Oklahoma City This is not a case of ter- 
rorism.”

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RIDESHARE AND TAXI SERVICES 
BUTT HEADS AS CITY MULLS ITS OPTIONS

15)u’re running late and need a ride to 

make it to dinner with friends. 

Do you hail a cab on the corner or use 
an app to request a pickup from a grow- 
ing number of rideshare services such as 
uberX, Lyft or Sidecar? 

That choice is creating friction between 
the taxi industry and rideshare companies. 
The competition it has sparked has even 
led to a legal battle in Chicago federal court, 
with the most recent lawsuit filed Thursday 
The taxi industry— with more than 11,700 li- 
censed drivers in the city— says that rideshare 
companies, which rely on drivers in private 
vehicles, unfairly compete with taxis because 
they don’t play by the same city rules covering 
rates, licenses and fees. Rideshare companies 
contend they are not operating as transpor- 
tation companies, but rather as technology 
companies with apps to connect riders to 
drivers — much like a travel booking platform. 

As city officials look at how other cities 
have handled the conflict, passengers are left 
with more options than ever before— which 
can be unpredictable, particularly when it 
comes to prices. 

Last month, Uber lowered uberX fares by

15 percent, and Sidecar changed its policy to 
allow drivers to set their own prices, undercut- 
ting taxi drivers— all after rider backlash from 
a spike in prices on New Year’s Eve and during 
bad weather when demand was high. 

Meanwhile, cab drivers are allowed to 
charge only metered rates set by the city, and 
their cars are required to display city-issued 
medallions that can cost more than $300,000 
to own. Additionally all drivers are required 
to hold a chauffeur’s license, serve the entire 
city and people with disabilities.

lease their cars and work with cab affiliations 
for dispatch services. Rideshare drivers do 
not have such regulations. 

‘All we keep saying is we just want to play 
by the same rules as these other companies 
that have emerged in the market and we’re 
not getting the same treatment. So something 
needs to change,” said Erica Rapoport, public 
relations director for Elash Cab. 

The lawsuit filed Thursday by cab compa- 
nies and drivers is against the city for failing to 
enforce its rules for taxi services and allowing 
rideshare companies to operate. 

“Unfortunately the Emanuel administra- 
tion has tolerated an unlawful taxi caste sys- 
tem created by Uber, Lyft and Sidecar and 
now the administration proposes to ratify 
that caste system by ordinance. It is an exclu- 
sionary elitist taxi system operated side by 
side with the lawful, highly regulated taxi sys- 
tem our clients and their customers have en- 


gaged in with the city’s consent and require- 
ments for many years,” said attorney Michael 
Shakman, who filed the suit. 

The lawsuit came one day after Mayor 
Emanuel introduced regulations for the ride- 
share industry, including licensing companies 
annually as “transportation network provid- 
ers” with a fee of $25,000, requiring vehicles 
to pass a 21-point inspection, and mandating 
companies have $i million in commercial 
general liability insurance and commercial 
auto liability insurance. 

Regarding the lawsuit, Andrew Macdonald, 
regional general manager for Uber Midwest, 
said in a statement, “While they spend time in 
court, we’ll be working with Mayor Emanuel 
to design a forward-looking regulatory regime 
that creates economic opportunity, prioritizes 
safety and ensures access to the best, cheapest 
rides ever available in the city”

plete a training program and pass drug tests 
and background checks, limit how rideshare 
drivers can charge rates either based on dis- 
tance or time or flat fee, and prohibit the 
drivers from dropping off or picking up pas- 
sengers at the cit/s airports and McCormick 
Place. The city, which collects revenue in the 
licensing of cabs, also would charge rideshare 
companies the ground transportation tax. 

“Rideshare companies are using technol- 
ogy to provide innovative new transit options 
to residents but are operating in a regulatory 
vacuum,” Emanuel said. “This ordinance in- 
cludes common sense rules of the road that 
will protect consumers, keep riders safe and al- 
low these companies to continue to operate.” 

Rideshare companies set driver and vehicle 
requirements and say they check criminal 
backgrounds and driving histories. Although 
the companies provide commercial liability 
insurance, drivers are required to have per- 


sonal car insurance. There is uncertainty over 
whether the driver and car are covered while 
giving rides to paying customers. 

Such complaints by the cab industry are 
common in other cities, Macdonald said. “The 
cab industry is an industry that is ripe for inno- 
vation. I think what you see is a bit of natural 
tension with regards to how new technology 
makes things friendly for consumers,” he said. 

Chicago has been innovation-friendly, 
Macdonald said, and seems to be open to the 
apps. 

Ridesharing companies, which get a cut 
of the drivers’ payments, say they provide a 
cheap, reliable option and personal experi- 
ence for riders. They give riders the option 
to rate the ride and the convenience of elec- 
tronically paying for the ride. 

Macdonald said Uber believes in safety 
regulations but is concerned about restrict- 
ing fares and places where drivers take pas- 


sengers. Lyft saw the proposed ordinance as 
a starting point and looks forward to working 
with the city 

Cab affiliates like Flash worry that ride- 
share companies will lure taxicab drivers away 
because rideshare drivers face minimal costs 
to operate. 

If fewer drivers are affiliated with cab 
companies, there will be fewer taxi drivers 
answering orders for cabs from the dispatch 
computer, making it more difficult to serve 
customers at the standard meter prices who 
request cabs, they say 

And customers are exacerbating the prob- 
lem, according to Rapoport: “These two 
times as much, three times as much the me- 
ter rate prices {that} customers are paying on 
holidays, busy days and snow days, they’re 
essentially being self-inflated because they’re 
giving rideshare services the business.”

Sergei Glazyev, an adviser to President Vladi- 
mir Putin with responsibility for relations with 
Ukraine, told a newspaper that US. “interfer- 
ence” breached the 1994 treaty under which 
Washington and Moscow jointly guaranteed 
Ukraine’s security and sovereignty after Kiev 
gave up its Soviet-era nuclear arsenal. 

His comments come on the eve of an ex- 
pected meeting between Putin and Ukrainian 
President Mktor Vanukovich at the opening of 
the Sochi Wnter Olympics. 

Asked whether Russia might “actively inter- 
vene” if the country’s crisis deepened, Glazyev 
recalled the Budapest Memorandum of 1994: 
“Under the document, Russia and the USA are 
guarantors of the sovereignty and territorial 
integrity of Ukraine and ... are obliged to in- 
tervene when conflict situations of this nature 
arise.” He did not specify what action Russia 
intghi Lake.

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BAD: Controversy won’t quit 

Russian snowboarder Alexey Sobolev crashed 
near the end of his second run at Thursday morn- 
ing’s slopestyle qualification round at Rosa Khutor 
Extreme Park. 

However, not all the questions from reporters af- 
terward were about his performance. 

After his run, he held up his board in the finish 
area, and on it was a design of a knife-wielding wom- 
an wearing a ski mask, which is what the members 
of feminist punk rock band Pussy Riot wear when 
they perform. 

Some Russian reporters asked if this was a ges- 
ture of support for the controversial group. 

In December, two Pussy Riot members were re- 
leased from prison after they had been incarcerated 
for denouncing Vladimir Putin. 

An Associated Press journalist tweeted that she 
spoke to Sobolev after the snowboarding event and 
that he would not confirm if he supported Pussy Riot. 

Russian news agency R-Sport earlier asked 
Sobolev if the design was an homage to the band. 

“Anything is possible,” Sobolev said, also telling the 
reporter that he was not the designer of the board. 

Meanwhile, the debate over Russia’s anti-gay law 
continued, with American and Russian officials fac- 
ing questions on the issue. 

The discussion followed news that three spon- 
sors of the U.S. Olympic Committee-AT&T, DeVry 
University and Chobani-had taken public stands 
against the law. 

A USOC official insisted the controversy had not 
hurt the organization. 

“We have not lost any revenue,” USOC chief market- 
ing officer Lisa Baird said. “Companies are drawn to 
Team USA because it is an incredibly diverse team.” 

Russian Deputy Prime Minister Dmitry Kozak 
repeated two common government themes. One 
holds that, despite the law criminalizing discussion 
of gay rights in the presence of minors, his country 
does not discriminate. The other focuses on protect- 
ing children. 

“Every adult has their own right to understand 
their sexual activity,” he said. “Please do not touch the 
kids, that is the only thing.”

Body 
panels are now aluminum, 
which, historically, has cost 
more than steel, though no 
word yet on price-either to 
buy or repair. 

Neat features include 
360-degree exterior cameras 
to help navigate narrow roads 
or off-road trails; integrated 
cargo bed loading ramps; car- 
go box brackets/cleats to se- 
cure storage bins; remote tail- 
gate lock/unlock/release using 
the key fob; and power outlets 
to charge tools on-site or while 
driving.

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Cadillac ATS coupe 

Only about a year after the 
small Cadillac ATS four-door 
sedan bowed, the new two- 
door ATS coupe is on its way 
as the next offspring.

Add another battery-powered, no-gas 
entry due out after its Chicago Auto 
Show debut. Kia claims up to 120 miles 
driving range before the need for a 
five-hour battery recharge using a 240- 
volt outlet or about 25 minutes using a 
fast charger. 


Being eco-friendly, the Soul EV uses 
interior components and trim incor- 
porating recycled materials, such as 
plastic and fabric. It will be powered by 
a 190-horsepower lithium-ion battery 
pack, with estimated O-to-60-mph 
acceleration in about 12 seconds and a 
top speed of 80 to 90 mph.

Will iPhone users be riveted 
to Facebook’s Paper app?

If you want to get a glimpse of Facebook’s 
future, download Paper, the social network’s 
new mobile news reader. 

The iPhone app is part of what Facebook 
says is its big push to deliver “the best person- 
alized newspaper in the world.” 

But it’s more than just an app for reading 
news. It’s Facebook reimagined for the small- 
er screen. 

Paper doesn’t just help users discover news 
on dozens of topics. It also can be used to 
browse a News Feed, get messages and noti- 
fications and search Facebook. 

That has led some observers to speculate 
that— if popular with users— Paper could be- 
come the new face of Facebook on mobile de- 
vices, one day replacing the current Facebook 
app. 

For now, Facebook wants to establish Paper 
as the go-to news reader, taking on Google 
News, Twitter, mobile app Flipboard and 
Linkedin’s Pulse. Facebook declined to say 
how many people have downloaded the app, 
which became available Monday 

The effort comes after Facebook changed 
what kinds of news users see in their News 
Feed. In December, Facebook began favoring 
what it caUs “high quality” news publishers 
over viral videos and other Web content. 

With Paper, users swipe to browse their 
News Feed or stories on topics including 
technology sports, cooking, even “pride,” a 


section on gay rights. 

The image-rich format is colorful and un- 
cluttered. There are no buttons to click or 
menus to navigate. The overall experience is 
much like leafing through the pages of a glossy 
magazine, albeit one on a very small screen. 

Paper owes that look and feel to Mike Ma- 
tas and his team at Facebook Creative Labs, a 
new company initiative charged with coming 
up with new apps. Matas designed software 
for the original iPhone. Facebook bought his 
company. Push Pop Press, in 2011. 

Facebook has been working on developing 
standalone apps as a way to catch up to the 
emerging trend of apps developed for specific 
purposes, such as Instagram for photo-sharing 
and Snapchat and WhatsApp for messaging. 

In 2012, when Instagram was surging in 
popularity, Facebook built a separate Camera 
app. Then it bought Instagram for $i billion 
in cash and stock. 

In December 2012, Facebook launched 
Poke, a clone of Snapchat, the popular app 
that makes messages disappear after they are 
viewed. Poke flopped. Facebook bid $3 billion 
for Snapchat Inc. but was rebuffed. 

Last year it redesigned its stand-alone Mes- 
senger app, which is growing in popularity 

The goal: keep users deeply engaged so the 
company can continue to show them ads and 
command high ad prices. Last week. Face- 
book reported better-than-expected ad sales, 
which lifted the stock to record highs.

Bui unt il rtiy vEbiit lo 
ChePs Burger Bistro in Streeterville, I 
had never had a burger presided over 
by a certified master chef. To earn that 
honor, chef/partner Edward Leonard 
endured a grueling lo-day cooking trial 
demonstrating his proficiency across 
a variety of cuisines for the American 
Culinary Federation. He is, in fact, the 
only chef holding this distinction in 
Chicago. Clearly Leonard is a master, 
but would his burger be masterful? 

The burger: Leonard told me that his beef 
mix, which is ground fresh in-house daily, 
was developed with some “German butcher”

forged” on the menu. Why Leonard insists 
on these idiosyncratic labeling choices, I 
cannot fathom. Perhaps he fancies himself a 
European blacksmith? 

The bun: Leonard— who said one of the best 
burgers he ever had came from a little cafe 
in Dijon, France, where the chef ground the 
meat fresh, made the pickles in-house and 
the brioche roll from scratch — said he thinks 
most hamburger rolls are too soft. As a result, 
he worked with a baker in San Francisco to 
develop the harder, glazed brioche-style roll 
used on many of burgers at Chef’s Burger 
Bistro. I admire Leonard’s discipline and 
agree that some buns out there are too soft; 
however, I do believe that sometimes great 
chefs overthink things. Leonard’s hefty bun

1:0 Hotini d^ £](pCE 4 .l£i:: diid. hi :3 3 ^^^i:Ei.-iCL-LLl 
topping combinations. While I have groused 
about the overcooking and the harder bun, 
Leonard is a master when it comes to orches- 
trating flavors. His chicken-fried burger ($7 
for 4-ounce; $10 for 8-ounce), a fat patty fried 
in a tempura-like batter slathered with gravy 
sauteed mushroom and onion jam, would 
harden the arteries and capture the heart of 
the most jaded Waffle House-loving south- 
erner. I am somewhat embarrassed to admit 
this, but the rich pepper-and-mushroom- 
filled gravy has since inspired a few illicit 
dreams involving heaping portions of beef 
stroganoff 

Likewise, his Paris burger, ($7 for the 
4-ounce burger, $10 the 8 -ounce), topped 
with sweet onion jam, fondue-like brie, curly 
frisee greens and candied tomatoes is a rev-

duck fat fries ($4) sat underneath a heat lamp 
for almost 10 minutes waiting for my burgers 
to be cooked. By the time the mahogany- 
skinned hand-cut fries had arrived at my 
table, they were soggy and Hmp. My friend’s 
regular fries, which were cooked to order, 
were crisp and perfect. 

Bottom line: I do not doubt the skills of 
Leonard, and the flavor combinations on his 
burgers are exquisite. But, in a restaurant of 
this size, a master chef cannot cook all the 
burgers; he must rely on others. Leonard 
must find a way to bring his cooks up to 
speed, so that all the effort he spent devel- 
oping his burger repertoire doesn’t result in 
overcooked meat . the great burgerelli is a

The Counselor 

Any movie as polarizing as last 
year’s “The Counselor” is a must- 
see for adventurous cinephiles. 
Alternately tagged as one of 
2013’s worst and best, the Ridley 
Scott-directed, Cormac McCarthy- 
scripted anti-thriller defies audi- 
ence expectations: It’s a brutally 
violent and explicitly sexual film 
that’s also talky and deliberately 
paced, following a group of power- 
ful men and women involved in 
drug trafficking on the Mexico- 
Texas border. Scott has a star- 
studded cast, including Michael 
Fassbender, Brad Pitt, Cameron 
Diaz, Penelope Cruz and Javier 
Bardem (who won an Oscar for 
the McCarthy adaptation “No 
Country for Old Men”), but they’re 
all giving mannered, eccentric 
performances, unlike their usual 
screen personas.

Armstrong, who after years of denials-including to Gibney, who 
had been documenting Armstrong’s comeback attempt-finally 
admitted to using performance-enhancing drugs. More personal 
than most Gibney docs, “The Armstrong Lie” isn’t just about this par- 
ticular sports hero; it’s about how the media packages athletes and 
about the complicity of journalists like Gibney himself.

Bo}^ there’s nothing 
as thrilling as search- 
ers who arrive at their 
target and say, “Yep, 
there it is.” 

That’s all the 
excitement found 
in the dull “The 
Monuments Men,” 
which suggests its 
interesting true story 
makes better fodder 
for cocktail party 
discussion than a 
movie. Director/co- 
writer George Clooney stars as Frank Stokes, 
who during WWI I gathers a group of men 
(including Matt Damon, John Goodman, 

Jean Dujardin and, as an architect plucked 
from Chicago, Bill Murray) to locate and re- 
cover priceless art that the Nazis have stolen 
and hidden. Obviously it’s difficult to avoid

thinking of “Ocean’s Eleven” as Clooney puts 
together his sneaky crew, even if this time his 
guys are gambling on a much higher level. 

This fact-based movie could have been 
unrealistic and heart-pounding or authentic 
and dry Take a guess which path Clooney 
chose. As Stokes talks about the importance 
of protecting humanity’s achievements, the 
filmmaker succeeds with the “What?” and 
the “Why?” of “The Monuments Men” but 
shrugs off the “How?” Two hours pass with 
not enough consequence. It’s funny that 
Granger (Damon) speaks lousy French (one 
of his statements translates to, “It is noble 
when work in dirt”), and “The Monuments 
Men” has a few nice scenes of the guys band- 
ing together and proving they’re soldiers, not 


just preservationists getting in the way of 
reluctant commanders. 

But the pacing and comic timing feel 
slack, with Clooney continuing a disap- 
pointing slide from a director in firm control 
(“Confessions of a Dangerous Mind,” “Good 
Night, and Good Luck”) to one whose stories 
don’t really pop (“Leatherheads,” “The Ides 
of March”). There’s little that the cast, which 
also includes Cate Blanchett as a woman 


from whom Granger tries to get informa- 
tion, can do to enliven the material— unlike 
last week’s “That Awkward Moment,” which 
became a lot better thanks to its stars. 

“The Monuments Men” does achieve 
something rare in that you may turn to a his- 
tory book for more. Or possibly Wikipedia. 
Or maybe you’ll just watch the comparable 
and more memorable “Simpsons” episode 
about the Flying Hellfish and call it a day

The best 
compliment the Chilean drama “Gloria” de- 
serves is that it captures how it feels to be its 
title character (who in an American remake 
could be played by Mary McDonnell of “Ma- 
jor Crimes”). That doesn’t happen without 
Garcia’s subtle command of her character’s 
desire and disappointment. 

The movie itself isn’t as controlled. Not 
particularly close with her son and daughter, 
Gloria attempts to meet a man on the dance 
floor and seems to find a gem in Rodolfo (Ser- 
gio Hernandez), who’s been divorced only a

year but can’t take his eyes off her. Since no * 

relationship is totally smooth sailing, these 
two must deal with Rodolfo’s allegiance to 
his over-dependent daughters and his bizarre, 
inexplicable tendency toward unreliability 
Director Sebastian Lelio can’t quite leave 
well enough alone, though. “Gloria” contains 
several pushy scenes in which themes — Glo- i 

ria talks about people transforming! Gloria ^ 

gets spun around on a carousel!— are spelled 
out directly which doesn’t suit the character. 

In its second half, the film loses both steam 
and credibility, though Lelio earns points for 
depicting Gloria smoking weed without the 
cartoonish goofballery of ‘At Middleton” or 
any antics mimicking “Last Vegas.” J 

The movie makes the sad point that it’s 
easy to blame the failure of young relation- 
ships on naivete, but it’s borderline depress- 
ing to look at the present and realize you 
still don’t have it all figured out. Thanks to 
Garcia, “Gloria” represents the wounded I 

triumph of not giving up.

No one denies that 
kids can thrive with 
access to properly 
funded resources and 
dedicated teachers. 

Yet Chicago na- 
tive director Patrick 
Creadon’s limited 
doc “If You Build It” only strives to show the 
benefits of education with practical applica- 
tions and hard work. Don’t get me wrong: I 
think it’s great that design-focused problem 
solvers Emily Pilloton and Matt Miller con- 
tinued their work with high school kids in 
North Carolina after the school board pulled 
the pair’s salaries off the table. 

Pilloton and Miller teach students— one 
of whom would rather shovel animal feces 
than go to class —to build a cornhole board, 
a chicken coop and a farmer’s market. The 
hope is that not only will these teens dis- 
cover a creative outlet, but the town, which 
considers a new Domino’s a significant 
increase in job opportunities, may see an 
uplifting effect from the market’s prosperity 
Again: This is good work being done.

But “If Y)u Build It” forgets to analyze the 
school board behaviors it broadly attacks 
by actually talking to the decision-makers. 
Creadon should have spoken with locals 
who have stayed and those who have left, 
and get closer to concerns about “brain 
drain” in a place everyone supposedly can’t 
wait to escape. 

Financial and strategic problems in the 
education system aren’t easy to tackle on- 
screen, as evidenced by the uneven “Waiting 
for Superman” and shallow “Won’t Back 
Down.” Still, “If You Build It” exists in a 
vacuum, and seems to minimize several hic- 
cups along the way A film like this should 
try harder to assess the problem it identifies, 
rather than swooping in with proactive help 
that can’t necessarily be replicated on a grand 
scale. It’s like a movie about people who see 
someone with a broken leg and say, “I bet 
you’d feel better after a massage.”

“The 
Lego Movie” is the 
funniest, most fun 
movie in (insert 
considerable amount 
of time), and I can’t

machine. His favorite song is the society- 
wide hit “Everything is Awesome,” his 
favorite restaurant is “any chain restau- 
rant” and his favorite show is TV’s beloved 
“Where Are My Pants?”, which sounds like 
something out of “Idiocracy” Emmet’s life 
changes when he stumbles onto the Piece of 
Resistance, which, according to a prophecy 
relayed by wise old Vitruvius (Morgan Free- 
man), means Emmet is the most important 
person in the universe and the key to stop- 
ping President Business (Will Ferrell) from 
destroying the world. 

The rate of jokes in “The Lego Movie” 
is beyond mega- fast, and if I told you the 
percentage of winners, you’d call me a liar. 
Emmet develops a strong connection with 


and fondness for a brave woman who goes 
by Wyldstyle (Elizabeth Banks) and who, 
to Emmet’s chagrin, is dating Batman (Will 
Arnett). Some may find “The Lego Movie” 
too fast or random; I thought it was an 
exhilarating, perfectly voiced sprint. When 
it breathes, it knows how to value collabora- 
tion and independence, involved parenting 
and adolescent freedom, a kid’s perspective 


and an adult’s sense of humor. 

That balance prevents what could have 
been a patronizing view of blue-collar work- 
ers and folks who don’t shoot for the stars. 
Instead, the film teaches kids and reminds 
adults that you are the primary excitement 
manager of your life. Anyone can be great, 
and “The Lego Movie” shows that any 
movie can be great too.
